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A VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 


CRS. BOND, DEN DULK, AND LEE HAVE 
BEEN RE-ELECTED TO THE COUNCIL. 


At every polling booth the retiring councillors 
received a substantial majority. It was undoubt- 
edly a vote of confidence both in the councillors 
and in the council. 


A notable feature was the increased support given to indepen- 


dent candidates. 

Out of 19279 votes Cr. Bond : 
received 11025. ‘This, with the | 
Labor votes following the | 
ticket was sufficient to elect 
his associates also. 

In this election votes cast 
were double those in the 1961 
poll. The previous tota] was 
10094 and in this election the 
figure was 21674. The relative 
informal votes were remark- 
able, 355 and 2395. 

In the previous election the 
one independent, Dr. Forbes, 
received 30.7 per cent. of 
valid votes This year the 
three independent candidates 
received 39.8 per cent. 


Considering all the cit; 
cumstances the vote must 
be accepted as a vote of 
confidence in the council. 
Under the preferential party or 

group vote the results give no 
indication of relative apprecia~ 
tion of the merit of individual 
councillors or of their opponents, 
The independents did well. They 
met the disadvantage of facing 
entrenched councillors of a 
council existing in power over 
a number of years. They, rela- 
tively unknown to many rate- 
payers in some parts of the 
Shire, were opposing councillors 
who have been prominent in 
civic affairs for many years. 

The Labor ticket was more 
closely observed than in the 
previous election. The indepen- 
dent group ticket was not so 
fully followed. Informal votes 
at 2395 — 11 per cent. of votes 
is a matter for concern, pro- 
bably the number voting for 
the first time was the main in- 
fluence. 

However the alphabetical 
grouping of the candidates was 
most favourable to simple tickets 
and voting — more so than can 
be expected on future occasions, 

In our pre-election comments 
we suggested councillors if re- 
approved should need to give 
some thought to the dissident 
vote and the areas concerned. 

In view of the fact that there 
was an increase in the non- 
Labor vete and percentage at all 
booths, there is apparently no 
disaffected area that can be 
pinpointed. There is certainly a 
stronger council yote percentage 
in the North and East areas, but 
even that is not so great as in 
the last election. 





COMPULSORY 
VOTING 


In spite of the fact of 
compulsory voting, many 
eligible to vote DID NOT 
VOTE. 


Actually the proportion of 
voters this year was slightly 
under the 1961 election when 
15% vote was achieved, The 
highest on record. : 

This year out of 29,748 eli- 
gible votes, 21,674 recorded, 
or 73%. 


These figures are not satis- 
factory except possibly when 


compared with an_ earlier 
election when only 
voted.

The general incidence of the 


{ voting is both a good and a bad 


sign. It shows the essential unity 
of the Shire which is in final 
analysis most desirable. There 
is a common belief in the Altona 
Council as constituted — but 
there is also a common feeling 
among a growing number ad- 
verse to the council. Whether 


this feeling can be accurately 
attributed to errors of ommission 
or commission of the council, 
or is to be regarded as a reaction 
te the council in office over a 
Iong period is conjectural. 
There is here at least food 
for thought by councillors. In 
addition an objective consid- 
eration of points raised by 
the opposition may be fruitful. 





Millers Road Hospital 


In answer to a request by the Shire Council, the 
following letter has been received from the Hospital 
and Charities’ Commission regarding the use of the 
site of the proposed hospital for recreation purposes. 


“The Commission has con- 
sidered your letter of May 18 
concerning this land and re- 
grets it cannot agree to make 
it available to the Council for 
regular recreation or sporting 
purposes as requested. 


“However, provided the 
local hospital committee has 
no objection, and subject to 
conditions as to permanent 
structures thereon, and the 
restoration of the area when 
required, the Commission will 
consider its use for minor 
sports activities and will be 
pleased to discuss this aspect 
with Council representatives 
when convenient. 


“In our view the Miller’s 
Rd. land is the most suitable 
in the district for hospital 
requirements, and we cannot 
agree therefore to consider 
any alternative site as sug- 
gested by your Council.” 


Discussing the letter at last 
Tuesday’s Council Meeting, 
Cr. McIntosh moved, and Cr. 
Jurga seconded a motion that 
it be referred to the Parks 


and Gardens Committee. Cr. 
McIntosh asked if there was 
any information regarding 
the likely date when the pro- 
posed hospital would be com- 
menced. He said it was freely 
rumoured around the town 
that work would commence 
very shortly. He thought it 
would more likely be seven or 
eight years. 


Cr. Ginifer said that the 
Minister of Health had been 
asked about the hospital and 
a letter had been read at the 
Council Meeting on June 8 
in which the building pro- 
gramme for the next year or 
so had been outlined. This 
included hospitals at Monash, 
Dandenong; extensions at 
Box Hill and Footscray; tm- 
provements at Alfred Hospi- 
tal would cost two million 
pounds and at Women’s Hos- 
pital three million pounds. 


The Footscray Hospital 
would serve the Altona area 
for the time being and it 
would probably be the early 
1970’s before a hospital could

Mr. Cameron — Brooklyn 
West Primary School—raised 
two points— 

(1) From a public rela- 
tions point of view it might 
be considered better to have 
the municipality classed as a 
City rather than a Shire. 

TREE PLANTING 

(2) Visitors to the area 
are obviously impressed with 
what they see but the lack 
of trees detracts from the 
scenic aspects of the muni- 
cipality. The Council should 
perhaps consider giving some 
encouragement to residents to 
grow trees of the quick grow- 
ing type which would give a 
better impression, Some im- 
provement could also be af- 
fected at the same time re- 
garding front fences. 

Cr. Lee informed Mr. 
Cameron that the status of 
the municipality remained 
that of a Shire because of the 
assistance to be gained by 
way of Municipal Grants and 
this advantage would be lost 
if Altona became a City. With 
regard to tree planting in the 
municipality, a considerable 
number of trees were being 

lanted each year by the 
vouncil and at present con- 
sideration was being given for 
an award to be made for the 
best kept street. 
. Leyden — Rotary 
Club: 


(1) A proposal of the Club 
was to organise a tree plant- 
ing program in the schools 
and in this regard to seek 
the co-operation of the Coun- 
cil as to the provision of sites 
where this could he developed. 

Cr. Lee stated that he felt 
guite certain that the Council 
would co-operate in any pro- 
gram of tree planting and 
that an approach should be 
made to the Parks and Fore- 
shore Committee.

SCHOOL GROUNDS 
UNSATISFACTORY 


At last Tuesday’s Council 
Meeting Cr: den Dulk, whose 
special assignment on the 
Council covers Education, re- 
ported that the grounds of 
several of the schools in the 
Shire were in a very unsatis- 
factory condition. This was 
due in some cases to con- 
tractors not clearing up after 
extensions had been carried 
out. 


At Altona West the imme- 
diate surroundings of the re- 
cent. additions had been left 
in an unsightly condition and 
was unusable. The children, 
had little area left to play on 
and this was muddy, with 
consequent damage to shoes 
and clothes. The septic toilet 
system required attention but 
this could be due to lollie 
papers, etc., being put in. 


Altona East had been in 
existence 6 years and created 
a good impression though it 
required a septic system. The 
fence was most unsightly, 
consisting of sticks and there 
had been instances of child- 
ren tearing their clothes. 


Most school fences were of 
cyclone wire and he felt the 
Education Department should 
erect one of similar construc- 
tion here. He said the school 
would look better with no 
fence at all than with the 
existing one. At Altona North 
two portable rooms had been 
erected and the surroundings 
left in an unsatisfactory con- 
dition. He moved thatthe 


‘Council contact the Educa- 


tion Department to get these 
matters attended to. He add- 
ed that at one school there 
had been a complaint of a 
smell of gas in 2 class-room.
